The first printing-press made in 
the United States came from the 
shop of Adam Ram age, in Philadel- 
phia, about 170f>, says the Philadel- 
phia Trtcgrapli. In 1810 there 
were two printing-press factories in 
Philadelphia, reporting products 
valued at $26,000, and two manu- 
factories of hydraulic engines, re- 
porting products valued at $25,- 
000. 

The first printing-press in Penn- 
sylvania was erected in Philadelphia 
in lflS(>, four years after the first 
English settlement was in the 
colony. The publication of maga- 
zines and other periodicals was at- 
tempted by Franklin as early as 
imi. In 1810 it was estimated 
that half a million volumes were 
printed annually in Philadelphia. 

For fifty years after the Revolu- 
tion the city was fiist in the print- 
ing industry, the first daily paper 
in the Putted States having been 
established there in 17S1, Shortly 
after the beginning of the oentury 
one hundred and ten wooden press 

os were In operation in Philadel- 
phia — a larger number than in any 
other English speaking city in the 
world except London. 

The growth of book publishing 
was promoted by annual fairs and 
"auction sales established in 1802 
by the American Company of 
Booksellers, and held for a while 
alternately in New York and Phila- 
delphia. 

In 1810 seventy- live newspapers 
wett> published in Pennsylvania 
eight, of which were daily papers - 
a larger number than was publish- 
ed in New fork State at that time. 

In 1817 the Columbian, a hand 
press, was invented by <■■ 
Clmyor, of Pennsylvania, and was 
introduced in the following year in 



England, wlrore it remained in use 
until 18G0. It was the first press 
built in the United States capable 
of printing both sides of a news- 
paper at once. 

lu 1900 there were in Philadel- 
phia six hundred and twenty-two 
establishments engaged in the print- 
ing and publishing business, re- 
presenting capital invested of $23,- 
020,333, whose products had a total 
valuation of $23,448,875. -Monthly 
I r nion.

Mlnet-iiin Ivory. 



Siberia furnishes a large quan- 
tity of ivory to the markets of the 
world, but the production of it be- 
longs to another age and to a species 
of animal that does not now exist. 
The ivory is cut from the tusks of 
mastodons, whose skeletons are 
found frozen in masses of ice or 
buried in the mud of Siberian rivers 
and swamps. The northern portion 
of the country abounds in extensive 
bogs, which are called urmatts. In 
these are found the tusks of the 
mastodon, from which it is inferred 
that these animals lost their lives 
by venturing upon a surface that 
would not boar their weight . Of this 
region and its products Dr. Charles 
Wenyon writes in his book, " Ac 
ross Siberia on the Great Post 
Road:" 

Even to wild animals those ur- 
mans are forbidden ground. The 
nimble-Stepping, broad footed rein- 
deer can sometimes cross ihem safe- 
ly in the summer time, hut most 
othot large animals attempting to 
do so would quickly be engulfed, and 
this may be a partial explanation 
ot the rem alba „i lanuioiwtti and 
rhinoceros, which are so abundant 
and so widely diffused through 
these northern marsh-lands of 
Siberia. 

In the museum of Tobolsk are 
numerous specimens of mammoth. 

and throughout this region they 
are by no means rare. When an 
ice-pack breaks down a river-bank, 
or floods tear up a fro/on marsh, or 
the summer thaw penetrates a little 
more deeply than usual into the 
ground, some of these antediluvian 
monsters are very likely to be 
exposed . 

In many cases the remains are so 
fresh and well preserved, with their 
dark, shaggy hair and undeiwool 
of reddish brown, their tufted ears 
and long, curved tusks, that all the 
aborigines, and even some of the 
Russian settlers, peisist in the 
belief that they are specimens of 
animals which still live, burrowing 
Underground like moles, and which 
die the instant they are admitted to 
the light. 

The farther one goes northward 
the more abundant do these remains 
become. They aie washed up with 
the lidos upon the arctic shores, 
and some extensive islands off the 
coast contain quantities of fossil 
ivory and bones. 

Tusks which have been long or 
repeatedly exposed to the air are 
brittle and unserviceable, but those 
which have remained buried in the 
ice retain the qualities of recent 
ivory, and are a valuable article of 
merchandise. There is a great 
market for these mammoth tusks 
at Yatutsh, on the Lena, from which 
they And their way to the workshops 
of European Russia, and even to 
the ivory clivers of Canton. 

Various trinkets and works of art 
are made of these lemains, and are 
sold at the shops, anil especially at 
the museums as mementos of a visit 
to this graveyard of the mammoth. 
One of the favorite 1 curios very cn- 
ourately resembled slices of Russiaa 

bread and obeese. Bat the bieadis 
really a transverse section of one of 
the long bones of a mammoth, and 
the cheese a piece of ivory from his 
tusk. The two, joined together, 
were sold at a price which enabled 
the Ingenious contriver tO obtain 
for himself many limes their weight 
of the homely fare which they 
Simulated, — Youth's Companion.

The <il all nutlet Memorial. 

It, ih proposed to create a memoiial 
to the late Rov. Thomas Gallaudat, 
D.D., by tbe erection of a Pariah 
Building for St. Ann's Chureh for 
Doaf-Mutes. Tbe present Church 
\h situated 011 148tli Street, just west 
of AiiiHtenhun Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of tbe street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to I ho church edifice and beaeeater 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaadet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his naire has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested aa a 
most fitting memorial to bim that 
thin work he now undertaken. St. 
Attn'M Churofa Is lined wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along Ihe street, front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
Stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be Mid tor the BOGlSt, ra- 
Iicjouh and indusi rial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallaa- 
det Memorial Parian Building" will 
be about 930,000, and the btiildiag 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to hi 111 whose life was devoted to the 
Silent peoples. They themselves 
beaitily endorse Ihe memorial.
